IS MARRIAGE A PAILURE?

A racy divorce suit, O’'Neill against

O'Neall, is attracting Judge Wakeley's atton-
tion, with Judge Doane as un intercaced
spectator, ‘The parties uwre wrinkled aod old
people,  Isavelln O'Neill, accuses her hus-
band, Eugeng O'Nelll, of treatment that
drove her trom him,  For twealy-six years
they hved together ih harmony and happi-
ness.  Finally the old maon brought a protty
nieco to live with them, and from that day
trouble relgned, The testimony of the old
lady shows Lhat she entertained  great
Jealousy of Mary James, the pretty girl ut
tho bottom of the trouble. She alleges thal
ber husband sttempted to seduee the young
woman on promises of silks and sating; she
had many times sat on her porch rock-
ing, crying, moaning and often sayiug
thiut she was afraid the old man would beat
her. A young fireman from No, 1 engloe
house, which 1s located opposite the O'Neill
raesldence, westified that he had often seon tho
poor woman eryiig; had seen her repeated]y
cooking her breaklust out iu the vard, and
muny an evening while she sat on her porch
he hud seep the gay but aged husband put
this preity niece iu the buggy aud go off rid-
ing, sometimes as late as 11 o'clook st night.
The charge of abuse from both her husband
and the givl, is made by Mrs, O'Neill. On
the other hand it was shown that the latier
bad driven the pretty viege out of her hvuse,
and thoat she deliberately loft hor busbaud.
They bad quarreled often but no violence
wns ever used.

Torrka, Feb. 21.—[Special Telegram to
Tue Bee |—The Kansas board of railway
commlssioners held g meeting yesterday for
the purpose of taking into consideration tho
question of o reduction of coal rates chargad
by the railroads within the state of Kunsas,
in complinnce with the instructions contained
in a concurrent resolution of the legislature,
and nlso to hear the complamt of the coal
mine operators of Kansas, that a diserimina-
tion is procticed against their conl.  All the
railronds of the stute are represented. The
conl operators cluimed that rvates on coal in
Kuhsas are from 80 to 50 per cont higher

than mn Ilinois, Missouri and
lowa, and that such low  rates
bad been given to  lowa, Missouri
and  CUoelorado  coal  companies  that

they wore enabled to eome into IKunsas and
tiake the business, This, they cladmed, was
ruining the business of the Kansas mine op-
erators, and they ask the railrond commis-
sioners to come to their relief.
